W hat becomeh of the old huts? 
The 
“ stovepipes, ” 
derbies, 
fedoras, 
soft 
hats and straw hats of «various kinds— : 
where do they go when discarded by 
their owners? Every time a man buys a 
new hat he has the old one wrapped up, 
and either stowed away in the hat store 
for safe keeping or sent to him at his 
office or residence. 
As a rule he says, 
“ Wrap it up, and I ’ll call for it in a 
day or two. ” 
The hatter wraps it up, marks it w ith 
the customer’s name, puts it away and 
waits. On the largest m irror in the hat 
store is a banner with a strange device 
on it informing the public that “ we are 
not responsible for hats left with us 
over 30 days.” In the store they keep a 
book, and when Smith, Jones, Brown 
or Robinson leaves his old “ lid ” a note 
is made of it and duly entered on this 
book. 
After 50 or 00 days have elapsed a 
general clearing out of the old hats is 
made, and they go to the secondhand 
stores along South Clark street, to the 
costumers’ palaces, to the country stores 
sometimes, all to he cleaned, relined 
and furbished up the best way possible. 
It 
is thus possible for a man to be 
stopped on some ch illy evening 
and 
asked to assist.some unfortunate who is 
wearing one of his old hats. 
These old 
hats are sometimes sent to the theaters 
to be used as headgear for “ the rabble” 
or “ an angry mob” or “ a group of Ho­ 
man citizens.” Drivers of coal wagons, 
, transfer w a g o n s and teamsters general­ 
ly who want a hat for outdoor use buy 
a great many of these castaways. 
The 


j soft 
h ats can he made over most effec­ 
tually, but a stiff hat remodeled and 
dyed has an ancient luster that uocs not 
deceive the intelligent. 
Country stores sometimes take an in­ 
voice ot these veterans, and the result is 
a weird exhibition of headgear by the 
sages of the cracker barrels and hitch 
i ing blocks. 
A stiff hat once broken can with diffi­ 
culty be patched up acceptably, but a 
1 soft hat may be worked over many times 
and still be marketable. 
Laborers gen­ 
erally wear soft hats, although a few- 
sport derbies, and many a once proud, 
stylish hat may be seen during the usual 
Chicago street cleaning days perched on 
the cranium of some stalw art wield* 
of the shovel and pick. 
The peddlers buy the old hats. 
The 
milkmen, the sailors, rivormen, labor 
ers and that most shifting army of hu 
man odds and ends which form such an 
item in the c ity ’s population— these are 
the men to whom the vast hulk of the 
old hats go. 
Hats that have glistened 
w ith newness and glossy nap, once start 
ed on the downward path, go lower and 
lower till the ash heap in the alley or 
the obliviou of an empty lot marks their 
final degradation.— Chicago Chronicle

“ One day at Chattanooga,” says one 
of the soldier hoys w riting in tbe Chi 
cago Inter Ocean, “ a lot of us wen 
loading hard tack and bacon into 
wagon train that was to bo sent to half 
starving men, and were giving more at 
tention to badgering each other than to 


j the work in baud, when a lame man in 
j fatigue dress, walking with some diffi 
eulty w itli the assistance of a cane 
passed along the high porch of thequar 
termaster’s shed and looked down at tin 
hoys for a minute or two w ithout 
word. 
Then he spoke quietly, saying: 
‘That is not the w ay to load boxes, men 
Put them in straight and carefully. L)( 
your work like soldiers. ’ 
“ Old Hannibal, who was slouching a 
good deal at his work, turned with im 
pudeut bravado toward the officer and 
was just in the act of saying that he did 
not want any quartermaster’s clerk to 
give orders to him, when he started in 
surprise, saluted and, much to the as 
tonishment of the boys, lifted his hat. 
The look of impudence went from his 
face like a flash, and he said, ‘A ll right, 
general, we w ill do it just as you want 
it done.’ 
Then all the men recognized 
in the quiet man the commanding gen­ 
eral of the army. 
G rant followed every look and word, 
and he probably understood old H anni­ 
bal better than that rough old fighter 
understood himself. There was a tw in ­ 
kle in his eye as he said: ‘Remember, 
men, these provisions are going to half 
starved soldiers. 
You ought to get uh 
many boxes in the wagon as possible.

The week has been one of unusual re­ 
joicing in Washington. 
The tariff bill 
having passed the danger point in the 
senate, where the republcans are with­ 
out a majority, there is good reason to 
believe that it will receive the signa­ 
ture of the president by the end of an­ 
other week. 
The more the bill is studied the more 
thoroughly satisfactory it becomes to 
those examining it. 
That it was es­ 
pecially satisfactory 
to the people 
when it left the house, is beyond ques­ 
tion. and as its discussion in the senate 
brought it nearer to the form in which 
it was passed by the house, the res­ 
ponses from the country have indicated 
that it was meeting with popular ap­ 
proval. 
The quetions most at issue between 
the two branches of congress are the 
sugar and wool schedules, though both 
of these have been brought so nearly 
in line with the house bill that there 
w 11 be little difficulty 
probably in 
reaching an agreement, and whether 
that agreement affects the house or 
the senate schedule or strikes a com­ 
promise between tbermthe country will 
be satisfied because of the fact that 
these 
features of the senate 
have 
been bioi got so nearly in line with the 
house schedules. 
The most bitterly 
disappi inted men in congress are those 
who hoped to make capital out of the 
cry of “ trusts,” and especially sugar 
trust. 
The bill, even a» it i assed the 
senate, destroys this opportunity, and 
is accepted by the people as an evi­ 
dence ’that however much the sugar 
trust raav have controlled the demo­ 
cratic party in framing the Wilson 
law, it does not and cannot control the 
republican party in its legislative du­ 
ties. 
The democrats made it necessary 
that the republicans abandon the beet 
sugar bounty proposition. 
As is well 
known, the republicans presented an 
amendment, after the other features of 
the bill had been completed, proposing 
to pay a bounty of a quarter of a cent a 
pound during a five years’ period from 
the passage of the bill. 
This, it was 
felt, would insure the establishment of 
the beet sugar industry in the United 
States. 
It is by this process that Eu r­ 
opean countries have not only encour­ 
aged the production of beet sugar but 
actually established a system which 
supplied more than half the sugar of 
the world by a process a generation 
ago unknown. 
It was felt that this 
slight encouragement in this country 
similar to that utilized in other coun­ 
tries might enable the farmers of the 
United States to produce the hundred 
million dollars’ worth of sugar foi 
which we are now sending our money 
abroad. 
But the democrats opposed 
the proposition,eaa they do everything 
which emanates from the republicans 
and gave notice that they would delay 
the bill by a long and indefinite discus 
sion, making it probable that months 
would elapse before a vote could be 
had, if the bounty proposition 
were 
pressed by the-republicans. 
The re­ 
sult was that the republicans were 
compelled to either abandon the propo­ 
sition temporarily or keep the country 
in suspense with reference to the tariff 
bill for months. 
They therefore deter­ 
mined to withdraw their sugar bounty 
amenndment and offer it as a separate 
measure in the hope of getting a vote 
upon it at the next session. 
The strike of the coal miners has 
brought to the public attention some 
important facts as to the effect of the 
Wilson tariff law upon the industry.The 
Wilson tariff law,it will be remember­ 
ed. reduced the rates of-duty on coal 35 
cent» per ton, it having been 75 cents 
per ton under the M cKinley law and 
reduced to 40 cents per ton under the 
Wilson 
law. 
Curiously 
President 
Rathford of the United Mine W orkers’ 
Association states that the wages of 
miners have been reduced about 35 
cent- per ton since 1893, the very year 
in which the free trade Congre»- met 
and began framing the Wilson act, 
which reduced duties 35 cents per ton. 
The moment the Wilson law passed, 
coal from the Nova Scotia mines began 
invading the markets on the Atlantic 
coast, especially New England, and 
drove out of those markets the West 
Virginia coal, which had always found 
an outlet at fair prices. 
This W est 
Virginia coal wa- thus compelled to 
seek a market in the west in compet­ 
ition with the coals of Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Kentucky. 
The result was a 
sharp competition, a fall in prices, a 
ruinous rate war, not only between 
mine-owners. but also between the ra il­ 
roads, and as as consequence a reduc­ 
tion in the wage- of miners. 
Thu» the 
very low wage- of the coal miners of 
the country who are now striking for 
an advance are directly and logically 
traceable to the operations of the W il­ 
son law. 
The pending bill restores 
M cKinley rates on coal and after it 
gets into operation will, it is hoped, re­ 
sult in improved conditions and wages 
for miners as well as others. 
One feature of the bill which espec- 
attracts attention and is univers- 
/ommended is the provision for a 


stamp tax upon stocks anil oonds and 
upon speculations in stocks and bond.-. 
This 
amendment, 
which 
has been 
adopted and made a part of the bill, 
places a stamp tax upon all bonds and 
stocks aside from those of building as­ 
sociation and other organizations of 
this character, and also places a tax 
upon each transaction in those bonds. 
This will compel the stock speculators 
of the great cities to contribute from 
12 to 15 million dollars a year to the 
support of the Goverment and will 
a .-o insure that the new bill will meet 
running expenses of the Goverment 
after the enormous supply of foreign 
good- now on hand shall have been 
absorbed. 


What Illinois W ill Do at the Trans- 


Mis-issippi Exposition of '98 . 


The bill passed by the Illinois legis­ 
lature, appropriating $45,000 for 
a 
state building and exhibit 
at 
the 
Trans-Mississippi Exposition, was ap­ 
proved by Gov. Tanner. 
By the terms 
of this law the governor is authorized 
to appoint n commission, to be known 
as the Illinois Trans-Miseissippi and 
International Exposition commission, 
which shall consist of twenty members 
and »hall have power to devise and ex­ 
ecute plans for the display of all ex­ 
hibits from Illinois: to secure, encour­ 
age and assist exhibitors to make ex­ 
hibits. 
The commission shall have 
general direction of all matters con­ 
nected with these exhibits. 
Members 
of the commission are to serve without 
compensation. 
Not a few Chicago manufacturers 
have arranged to put in large exhibit*. 
Railw ay companies whose lines run 
from Chicago to Omaha have contrib­ 
uted an aggregate sum of $99.bob to the 
exposition. 
Some of the great manufacturers of 
agricultural implements 
of 
Illinois 
will be amply represented in the ex- 
nibits. 
U. E, Sherman, a Chicago inventor, 
was granted a concession for the erec- 
ti >n of Sherm an’s Umbrella on the 
main thoroughfare of the amusement 
section. 
This novelty takes its name 
by reason of its mechanism, resembling 
that of the framework of a huge um­ 
brella. 
Passengers are lifted in cages 
to a height of 250 feet and are revolved 
after the manner of the “ Flying Dutch­ 
man.” 
it w ill cost $70,000. 
The Chinese concession was granted 
to Hong Sling, the well known C hi­ 
cagoan. 
He will construct a Chinese 
village, including a joss house, restaur­ 
ant, tea garden, bazaars, etc. 
The famous Lincoln car will be on 
exhibition, as will a reproduction of 
the house in which Abraham Lincoln 
was born. 
Naturally, Illinois is taking a great­ 
er interest in the exposition of 1898 
than any othe r state save Nebraska. 
Nearly a million dollars is in sight for 
the big fair. 
Architects are now plan­ 
ning the main buildings, which will 
cost over $500,000. 
The color scheme 
partakes of the Pompeiian order. 
Ne­ 
braska appropriated $100,0t>0; congress 
$201»,000. 
The site embraces nearly 200 
acres. 
W ork of preparation is in pro­ 
gress. 
Construction of building.» will 
be begun soon. 
The 
Exposition will 
open J une 1, 1898. 


“ Where Fish Doctors Disagree, Who 


Shall Decide? ’ 


Charles H. Blow, the eminent fish 
commissioner and recognized authority 
on food fish, says the carp, which are 
commonly called hog fish, are the caune 
of the muddy water and the gradual 
extermination of the other fish. 
The 
river was stocked some years ago with 
a few carp and a large number of ba-s 
and pickerel. 
Several time.- recently 
the stock of bass and pickerel have 
been increased, yet, today, while 2,- 
000,000 carp are swimming about the 
waters, but few of the other fish are 
seen. 
Uarp root about the bottom 
of 
the river and stir up the water, mak­ 
ing it so muddy that it is impossible to 
see two inenes into it- surface. 
This 
habit of the carp is responsible for the 
falling off 
in the ranks oi the other 
fish, a» they destroy their nests and de­ 
vour their eggs. 
On the contrary, Eish Commissioner 
Bartlett of Peoria claim- that the carp 
is not guilty of the charges that have 
been made against it, but on the con­ 
trary that it is a cleanly f -9 and a l­ 
most exclusively vegetarian. 
It livts 
on the tender roots of the flag and wild 
rice and rarely eat» live food. 
About 
all it does in this direction is to ban­ 
quet occasionally on a dainty mess of 
water snails, but the smaller 1 arieties 
of fish or spawn it does not touch. 
The cannibal fish are game fish of 
which the black ba-a is the moit vo­ 
racious. 
It is further said in behalf of 
the carp that there is no fresh water 
fish that swims which furnisher so 
much bulk to the fishermen in so short 
a time. 
It grows rapidly and in the 
east it is highly esteemed by the fish- 
eating people. 
W ith in the past two 
years a phenomena! trade has grown 
up in fresh water fish, and during the 
open season several car-loads a week 
are shipped from the Illinois river to

How a Key was 
Removed from the 


Stomach of a Boy 


Seventeen months ago the little son 
of W illiam Smith of Davenport, then 
six years and three months of age, 
while playing with a closet key in his 
mouth, coughed and »wallowed the key 
which wa- two and a 
quarter inches 
long and from a fifth to a fourth of an 
inch thick. 
Physicians advised 
that 
nothing 
should be done about it until it should 
b *gin to give the boy trouble. 
The lad 
experienced little or no pain from it 
for over a year. 
But about three 
month» ago abdominal pains began, 
and there wa» trouble after eating. 
The boy lo-t his appetite, became ema­ 
ciated, ana had several 
myeterioi s 
hemorrhages. 
Finally arrangements were 
made 
with Dr. Arp, and the boy was brought 
to his offiee Saturday evening. 
The 
doctor had prepared himself for a pre­ 
viously unheard of operation, the re­ 
moving of the key by the introduction 
into the boys stomach through the 
throat of a »mall pair of forceps incased 
in a flexible tube, fitted with a sliding 
lock at the handle of the tube, 
The X ray apparatus wa» brought in­ 
to requisition, and by the use of the 
flourcscope the key was readily located. 
The boy was then plaexd under an an- 
esteetic, his body inclined and head 
downward. 
By means of a Crookes tube under 
the operating table, the key 
w a s out­ 
lined: then the forceps were introduced 
through the throat. 
The Crookes tube 
located the forceps also. 
Some difficul­ 
ty was experienced in bringing forceps 
and key together: but by the working 
of the operator - hands on the outside 
of the boy's body, the result was soon 
achieved: the mouth of the forceps was 
opened by working the sliding handle 
of the pliable tube, the key dropped 
into the correct position, and was with­ 
drawn with the tube and forceps. 
The boy experienced no bad result 
from the operation, except a tempor­ 
ary difficulty in swallowing liquids; he 
could swallow solid as well as ever. 
The key had corroded, and this cor­ 
rosion had caused the boy s trouble. 
In places the key had by corrosion 
been reduced to the thickness of a 
sheet of paper. 
Its angles had become 
sharp, and it was greatly changed from 
its original shape.—Moline Dispatch.

WAKA LON A. 


T he old engineer and I had dragged 
our chairs round to the south side of 
the hospital and were enjoying as well 
as the w eak and wounded could be e x ­ 
pected to enjoy the mountain air and 
the morning. 
June w as in the moun 
tains, bur the snow was still heavy 011 
the high peaks. 
The yellow river, soil 
ed by the L« adville smelters, and still 
freighted w ith floating mush ice, splash 
ed by ou its w ay to Pueblo and the terre 
caliente. 
The little gray, glad faced 
surgeon came along presently and told 
F ran k that he m ight go home 011 ¡Satur­ 
day, anti that made the old engineer, 
usually a little mite cranky and irrita 
ble, as happy us a boy about to lie loosed 
from school. 
“ Say, F ra n k ,” I began, “ have you 
ever known an Indian girl who could 
by any stretch of im agination be con­ 
sidered handsome?” 
“ Y e s ,” lie said thoughtfully, placing 
his w ell foot on top of the railing and 
frow nin g 
from mere force of habit. 
‘ ‘ We were at North P latte at the time, 
that being the end of the track, and 
there I knew a Paw nee maiden who was 
really good to look upon. I n< ver knew 
her name. 
We called her Walk Alone 
at 
first, because she seemed never to 
m ix up w ith the other squaws, 
but 
when Slide M cAlaster, the head brake- 
mau on the construction train, began 
to make love to her he named her Wa- 
kalona, w hich he thought a more fit­ 
ting title, inasmuch as she had already 
been called by Colonel Cody the P rin ­ 
cess of the Platte. 
“ W akaloua’s father, 
Red Fox, was 
one of the bravest of the Paw nee scouts, 
and his daughter was naturally som e­ 
thing of a belle among her people. 
She 
was tall, taw ny, graceful, w illo w y and 
wild. 
It w as a long tim e before Slide, 
big, blond and handsome as be was, 
could gain the confidence of the stately 
princess. 
It 
w as 
months before she 
w ould allow him to w alk w ith her, and 
even then the feathered head of a je a l­ 
ous buck could alw ays be seen peeping 
from the high grass and keeping con­ 
stant w atch over the girl. 
Wakalona, like the other women, 
w orked in the fields when there wore 
any fields to be worked and at other 
times made herself useful about her 
fa th er’s tent. 
Her m other1 was dead. 
She was the only child her father had, 
and he w as very proud of her. In a bat­ 
tle between the Sioux and the Pawnees, 
near O galalla, the Sioux had captured 
Wakalona, and her father and Buffalo 
B ill had rescued her almost m iraculous­ 
ly from four of their foemen, three of 
whom they iiad slain. 
A fter that the 
Sioux had marked Red Fox and his 
daughter as their own, and m any lures 
had beeu set to ensnare them. 
‘ ‘ A t North Platte Red Fox had plant­ 
ed a little field of corn, and it was here, 
when tin1 sun w as low, that Slide used 
to woo the dark eyed Princess of the 
Platte. I used to watch her w orking in 
the field, and when we whistled she 
w ould alw ays pause in her labors and 
look up to m ake sure that it was the 
w h istle of No. 4h, although she never 
looked up for the w histle of any other 
engine. 
I think, as she began to lost 
her heart to M cAlaster, that she came 
to know the sound even of the beii and 
the rattle of the spring hangers on tin 
old work engine. 
Jim was M cA laster's 
real name. We called him Slide because 
he could never set a brake if he used 
both hands without tw isting it up so 
tight that the wheels would slide, so 
m arvelously strong were his long, sin­ 
e w y arms.

fiom« of th« Giant Trof* That Are Fonnd 
In ( alifornia. 
In the *j»itional parks and forest pre 
serves of California the big trees are by 
far the most interesting and greatest 
natural features. 
There are two vari* 
eries— namely, Sequoia sempervirens, 
ordinarily 
known 
as 
the redwood, 
the tree which has furnished most of 
the redwood lumber of commerce, and 
the Sequoia gigantea, from which a 
comparatively small amount of similar 
lumber has also been made. 
The for­ 
mer is the smaller variety and grows 
on the foothills along the coast. 
The 
latter 
attains a 
considerably larger 
growth, is, more strictly speaking, the 
“ big tree” of California, and is seldom 
found at a lower altitude than 5,000 
feet. 
Scattered along the extent of the Sier­ 
ra Nevadas from north to south are 
many distinct and separate groups or 
groves of Sequoia gigantea. 
These are 
generally known by names significant 
of locality, as, for instance, “ Calaver­ 
as,” “ Tuolumne, ” 
“ Mariposa” 
and 
“ Fresno,” names of the counties in 
which tin* groves so culled are situated. 
The Tuolumm grove is in the Ynsemite 
park, and the Mariposa near by. 
This 
latter is the one most frequently visit«*«! 
by tourists and contains tlie“ Wawona” 
— a tr< «* with a hole burned in its base, 
through which the stag«* road runs and 
four horse stages are driven without 
difficulty— and tin* “ Grizzly G iant,M 
one of the largest trees in fli«« world. 
The stately grandeur of these enor­ 
mous and lofty trees is so impressive 
that it seems quite lit and natural that 
some of the larger ones should have been 
individualized and honored with distin­ 
guished titles. 
Nearly every state in 
the Union and every distinguished gen­ 
eral of the civil war has a namesake 
among them. Tho “ General Grant, ” in 
the General Grant park, and tho “ Gen­ 
eral Sheridan” of the “ Giant, forest” 
(situated in the Sequoia park) are indi­ 
viduals of the largest size, it is difficult 
to determine just which of the big tr«*«*s 
is the largest, but these two and the 
“ Grizzly Giant” — the gnarly base of 
any one of which w ill exe«*ed 30 feet in 
diameter— are probably the biggest trees 
yet discovered. 
The trees often grow in such inacces­ 
sible mountain retr* ats that some of the 
territory covered by them lias never y« t 
been thoroughly and systematically <>x- 
plored. 
Outside the lands reserved by 
the government a California 
lumber 
company owns several thousand acres 
« f these trees—enough to last 40 years, 
cutting many millions of feet p«*r year.
